The Villa Park storm drain 
project, with a total cost of ap¬

Action Followed News 
Of Senate Probe on 
Utility Legislation 


WASHINGTON, Thursday, July 
18. (2P>—Attorney General Cum¬ 
mings said today the decision of 
the circuit court of appeals at 
Boston against the AAA's process¬ 
ing taxes would not prevent fu¬ 
ture collection of such taxes ex¬ 
cept in the particular case in which 
it was handed down. 

Referring to more than 150 pen¬ 
ding injunctions suits to stop col¬ 
lection of the processing taxes in 
various parts of the country, the 
attorney general said a "statute 
of long standing provides that no 
injunction shall be granted to re¬ 
strain the collection of any taxes.'' 

Prepared Statement 
A prepared statement, issued at 
the attorney general's press con¬ 
ference, said: 

“The decision of the majority of 
the circuit court of appeals for 
the first circuit in the Hoosac 
mills case does not prevent fu¬ 
ture collection of processing taxes 
except in that particular case. 
This case will be carried to the 
supreme court as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, since the government does 
not acquiesce in the correctness of 
the decision. 

Raise New Question 
“In many cases taxpayers have 
attempted to prevent collection by 
suits or injunction against the 
collectors. These injunction cases 
raise an additional and different 
question from those involved in the 
Hoosac Mills case. 

“The government must oppose 
all efforts to restrain the collection 
of processing taxes unless and 
until the supreme court directs 
otherwise."

The act has been 
rewritten deliberately to bring it 
within the policies indicated by 
the supreme court in its NRA de¬ 
cision.” 

Amendment* Introduced 

However, amendments have 
been introduced, and the one in 
which California is particularly 
interested at present is one intro¬ 
duced by Senator Byrd of Virginia, 
which would strike out all agricul¬ 
tural products except milk. This 
would mean that citrus and other 
fruits as well as vegetables, would 
be deprived of the marketing 
agreements. 

The administration changes in 
the act are only changes in legal 
forms of administration as far as 
citrus fruits are concerned, said 
Mr. Armstrong. The present act 
is based on licenses issued by the 
secretary of agriculture. Because 
of the objection to delegation of 
power raised In the NRA decision, 
this licensing feature has been 
changed in the new act so that it 
will be on the basis of an execu¬ 
tive order, the exchange manager 
explained.

Hobby Changed To Business 


COSTA MESA. — Mrs. Nell 
I Lounsberry, who lives on Anaheim 
avenue, is glad that she and her 
husband once started collecting 
seashells and starfish as a hobby. 

Now the collecting, which has 
i grown into a large business, 
makes them both a living. 

Eight years ago they were col¬ 
lecting shells and other marine 
life when they hit upon a method 
of preserving starfish so that they 
! would last indefinitely. A friend 
insisted that they contact a dealer 
in biological specimens, and they 
i immediately received an order for 
: 1,700 of the prepared fish. 

Since that time their business 
has growm until now they supply 
many biological laboratories and 
museums with specimens from 
their large collection. They re- 
| cently furnished Ohio State uni- 
; versity with a complete collection 
! of all Pacific coast shells and star- 
j fish, showing that word of their 
f collection business has spread to 
many parts of the country 

Much collecting is done in the 
vicinity of Newport Beach, Mrs. 
Lounsberry said yesterday, be¬ 
cause both northern and Mexican 
shells are found there and because 
of the wide variety of marine life 
in the harbor. In their eight years 
of collecting they have handled 
over 50,000 starffsh and a much 
greater number of shells, Mrs. 
Lounsberry said. 

She is at present occupied in 
putting up preserved marine life in 
attractive open-face cartons for 
sale by curio dealers. In one dis-j 
play is a preserved octopus, many 
shells and samples of rare sea¬ 
weeds found on the coast. 

Twenty-five different varieties 
of starfish are found on this 
coast, she said yesterday. She 
and Mr. Lounsberry travel as far 
north as the Oregon coast to col¬ 
lect their specimens, and while 
collecting they camp out and pre¬ 
serve the fish on the spot. Their 
process is exclusive in that the 
color of the starfish is preserved. 
Most specimens have only five 
rays, or arms, but some of the 
more rare have as many as 24, she 
explained. 

Other marine life collected in¬ 
cludes sea-spiders, urchins, all 
sorts of kelp, sea horses, the rare 
“mossy back” crab, which has 
a protective coating of moss, and 
dozens of other queer specimens. 

In addition to their marine col¬ 
lections, the Lounsberrys gather 
and preserve many other things. 
At her home she had a large num¬ 
ber of tarantulas, a small rattle¬ 
snake, butterflies, moths, sala¬ 
manders, petrified wood, agates, 
arrowheads, of which they have 
hundreds, trap-door spiders and 
many relics of the gold boom in 
1849 in California. 

Natural gold is collected and 
mixed with black sand as another 
item for curio dealers. Mrs. 
Lounsberry has several pieces of 
obsidian or volcanic glass, which 
is thought to have been blown in 
the air from a volcano and in fall¬ 
ing assumed a spherical shape. 
This glass was very popular with 
Northern California Indians for 
making arrowheads, she said. 

A rare lizard, found in the 
mountains near Oroville, was re¬ 
cently sent to. the Smithsonian in¬ 
stitution, where it is now on dis¬ 
play. Another interesting exhibit 
shown by Mrs. Lounsberry was a 
necklace made from the complete 
backbone of a rattlesnake. 

At present Mr. Lounsberry is 
out on a collecting expedition, 
while she takes care of shipments 
and other business matters at 
home, Mrs. Lounsberry said. 
Many people, hearing of her col¬ 
lection. come to Costa Mesa to 
see the curios in her home and 
are always welcome, she added.

TOWERS RISE HIGH AT BOULDER DAM 


BERLIN. Thursday, July 18. UP) 
Gen. Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
minister of aviation and comman¬ 
der of Germany’s secret police, 
today issued an order to criminal 
prosecution authorities to enforce 
stricly the existing decrees against 
“political Catholicism.” 

Goering said this Catholicism 
"must be overcome by positive na¬ 
tional socialism.” 

Important Task 

Foreshadowing the end of all 
Catholic youth organizations, he 
stressed the important task which 
the Hitler youth movement faces 
in the present clash between the 
philosophies of life. 

Today's decree said: 

‘I'se All Means’ 

"The minister emphatically de¬ 
mands that all authorities pro¬ 
mote the Hitler youth organiza¬ 
tions.” It continued with a claim 
that Goering, now as before, re¬ 
jects the idea of a cultural fight 
against the Roman Catholic 
church, but said "all means will 
be invoked against those Catholic 
priests who misuse their religious 
authority.” 

The order follows shortly after 
a bitter protest by the Catholic 
church against the sterilization 
law, the restriction of Catholic 
youth organizations, and the use 
of Rosenberg’s paganistic book, 
“The Mystery of the Twentieth 
Century,” as often causing a viola¬ 
tion of the concordat with the 
Vatican. 


SAN LUIS OBISPO. Thursday, 
July 18. (Ah—An impressive array 
of high ranking officers was gath¬ 
ered here today for the inspection 
and review tomorrow of the 40th 
division of the National Guard as¬ 
sembled from Utah, Nevada and 
California. 

Maj. Gen. George E. Leach, 
chief of the national guard bureau 
of Washington, D. C., was ex¬ 
pected to arrive this afternoon or 
early tomorrow for the cere¬ 
monies, to augment a list of eight 
generals, after his parachute jump 
from a flaming plane in Arizona. 

The generals include Maj. Gen. 
Paul B. Malone, commanding gen¬ 
eral of the ninth corps area; Maj. 
Gen. David P. Barrows, com¬ 
mander of the 40th division; Lieut. 
Gen. Friedrich von Boetticher, 
German military attache to the 
United States; Brig. Gen. J H. 
White, adjutant general of Ne¬ 
vada; Brig. Gen. William G. Wil¬ 
liams, adjutant general of Utah; 
Brig. Gen. Wallace A. Mason of 
the 79th Infantry brigade from 
Sacramento, and Brig. Gen. Wal¬ 
ter P. Story of the 80th Infantry 
brigade, I.«oa Angeles. 

In addition will be the com¬ 
manders in chief of the guard, 
Governor Frank F. Merriam, Cali¬ 
fornia; Governor Henry H. Flood, 
Utah, and Governor Richard Kir- 
man, Nevada. 

The review, embracing infantry, 
artillery, tank, aviation, military 
police, hospital, engineering and 
signal units, will involve 6000 
troops which participated in the 
largest tactical maneuvers ever 
held by citizen forces on the west 
coast.

these regulations are changed, or 
if the county had enough low cost 
WPA projects to bring the average 
man-year cost down to $1140, then 
the water program might qualify 
for WPA aid, he repeated.

DEFECTIVE 
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Sensational Stunt Weddings Are Destructive to 
Happiness in Sincere Marriages

Stunt marriages! 

What is my opinion of them? Since a young woman 
who contemplates one, or, rather, did contemplate it until 
the pastor of her church refused to perform the ceremony, 
I shall give my honest opinion. 

However material this old world may become in the 
thoughts, deeds or actions of its inhabitants, the fact ever 
remains that marriage is a divine and sacred institution— 
except when the ceremony is performed over a roaring 
waterfall or as a feature at some public event with a 
shower of pots and pans and a new black stove instead of 

> a flutter of rice. 

True, the most important item 
to check in any marriage is 
whether the two principals love 
each other enough, and loving each 
other, have an harmonious com¬ 
munity of interests and under¬ 
standing which will give them a 
fair chance at happiness. 

But to me it is difficult to un¬ 
derstand how two people, regard¬ 
ing the marriage bond as some¬ 
thing infinitely precious, can want 
to expose it to the sensation-seek¬ 
ing eyes of a jaded public. 

Isn't the stunt more likely to be 
given importance over the wed¬ 
ding, when the marriage is being 
featured as an entertainment or 
promotion project? 

There is no occasion in the life 
of a man and woman comparable 
to their marriage ceremony. The 
occasion becomes a time to look 
inward that they may examine 
their own hearts, not outward to 
see who is watching.

In so 
far as is possible they should be 
serene and quiet. 

Two people marry because they 
believe that life can be lived better 
together than apart. Or that should 
be the firm resolve and intention 
of both if they want to make a 
lasting success of their union. 

Quietly and with a certain dig¬ 
nity they should start on the fair¬ 
est adventure of them all. 

I admire the courage of this 
girl's clergyman who came right 
out flatly and refused and giving 
as reason as the girl quoted him: 
“A streamer, begging the public 
to come to the wedding quite as 
though it is an animal fair, is in 
bad taste, even if the two prin¬ 
cipals are so much in love that 
they are oblivious to the grand 
promotion."

Poe+ess-Wife Goes With 
Speaker Like "Modern 
’Brownings" On Tour 


"Brownings of 1935.” Hugh 
Robert Orr. accompanied by 
his poetess-wife, Francis Crawford 
Orr. delighted scores of poetry- 
lovers with his reading of original 
poems and discussions of litera¬ 
ture at the summer book review 
tea of the Unitarian church yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

Charmed by the poetry of Mrs. 
Orr, Mr. Orr followed Browning's 
whirlwind courtship technique and 
married the young poetess shortly 
after they met four months ago. 
Sympathetic in their appreciation 
and composition of poetry, the 
two are now touring Southern 
California, giving lectures and 
reading their poetry. They have 
a compact trailer, packed with 
books and current literary period¬ 
icals as well as domestic commodi¬ 
ties. Incumbent head of the litera¬ 
ture department of the University 
of Omaha, Mr. Orr intends, how¬ 
ever. to establish a residence in 
California. 

Explaining that his topic, "A 
Poet's Crazy," was conceived from 
Plato’s remark that poets are pos¬ 
sessed of madness. Mr. Orr said 
that poets were different from 
other people in that they possessed 
more sensitiveness to beauty and 
experience.

Any creative 
expression which illuminates life 
and makes it more worthwhile is 
as essential to happiness and a 
full existence as anything that is 
available to us.” 

Dante, Homer, and other class¬ 
ical poets are Mr. Orr's favorites. 
He enjoys them more and, in the 
opinion of his wife, "reads them 
better than he does his own 
things.” Recently he has become 
interested in songs and chants of 
American Indians and modem 
Russian poetry. 

"Gertrude Stein," he pondered. 
“I think she has a good time mak¬ 
ing fun of people. Some of her 
things are very enjoyable, but for 
the most part she has lost the 
purpose of literature—to convey 
an impression. Much of her work 
is confusing.”

UNCLE SHY LOCK 

THE Home Owners Loan corpora- 
1 tion is now face to face with 
the question of whether the gov¬ 
ernment is going to play Uncle 
Shylock or Santa Claus. 

It has quit making loans and 
has settled down exclusively to the 
job of getting its money back. It 
is merely a collecting agency. 

This involves a most important 
policy—one which goes to the root 
of the new deal. Millions of dol¬ 
lars have been lent by various 
new deal agencies, and the general 
assumption by many people is that 
the government never will try 
very hard to get its money back. 

This was the case with the 
HOLC. Much of the money lent to 
home owners admittedly was a 
poor risk. The government took 
up mortgages which private com¬ 
panies turned down. That was the 
chief reason for its creation. 

As a result, the number of 
HOLC delinquents is piling up 
rapidly. At present 20 per cent of 
all HOLC borrowers are delin¬ 
quent 90 days or more. 

It is significant that the HOLC 
is using persistent—some people 
claim, hard-boiled — collection 
methods. With the exception of 
cases in genuine distress, officials 
are ringing doorbells daily and de¬ 
manding casn.

FOR CHEAPER HOMES 

M ORE than 11,000 California veterans have acquired 
homes for themselves and another 428 are on their 
own farms as a result of their successful working of their 
own building and loan scheme set up by the state in 1921. 

Paying only 5 per cent interest, and principal pay¬ 
ments scaled to their incomes, beneficiaries of the loans 
are acquiring ownership for less than they would other¬ 
wise pay in rents. Yet the state has not lost a cent of the 
$50,000,000 in bond money already loaned and instead is 
actually making a little money. 

Loans are now being made from the additional $30,- 
000,000 bond fund voted last fall, and the veterans’ welfare 
board announces that $5,000,000 of the new fund will have 
been advanced by Jan. 1. After that, the money will be 
loaned out at the rate of $1,000,000 a month, to the great 
benefit of the building industry and its workers. 

If California can do this for its veterans, why not its 
other industrious and reputable citizens? 

A bill to extend the home loan system to non-veterans 
was rejected by the legislature this spring. But the plan 
should not be allowed to die. It will require more dis¬ 
cussion than it has had, but it should provide a good issue 
for candidates for the legislature and the governorship at 
the next elections.

I A LUZ MINING COMPANY has 
*■ just been restrained from sell¬ 
ing its stock. In doing this the 
securities - exchange commission | 
staged an unusual demonstration, j 

The demonstration was to test' 
the accuracy of a gold-divining in- ■ 
strument by which the company j 
located its gold. 

The La Luz company claimed to 
have a vein of ore which would 
mine $30 a ton — exceptionally 
high content. In substantiation of 
this it cited the word of Profes¬ 
sor Philip Haas of Los Angeles, 
described as a "scientist and 
geologist with a world-wide repu¬ 
tation as inventor of the mineral 
indicator.” 

But the SEC was skeptical. It 
wanted to know how Professor 
Haas and his mineral indicator 
could locate gold. So it asked the 
professor to come to Washington. 
Members of the commission ar¬ 
ranged a test. 

Six large match boxes were ar¬ 
ranged on the floor. One box con¬ 
tained a gold nugget worth about 
$200 Professor Haas was asked 
to locate the match box which 
held gold. 

He applied himself with great 
earnestness.
